TU E AV STR ALTAN BALLOT. 
Tile tow ballot law of Massachusetts 
which was enacted last year will go into 
effect next fall. 
It is in all essential 
features, very much like the Australian 
ballot which has worked euch marvelous 
election reforms in that country. 
The 
chief features of the system consists in 
an arrangement for polling by whLh 
compulsory secrecy in voting is secured, 
and also an official ballot containing the 
names of all candidate1 printed and die - 
tributed under the state or municipal 
authority. 
The Boston Journal says the new law 
will revolutionise the election methods 
in tie state, especially rn Boston. It 
then toes on to say that the greatest ex­ 
pense to follow the ballot system and the 
rediviMou of wards will come from the 
snore numerous polling places required 
and the increased cest e>f fittings. Of the 
107 polling polling pieces which existed 
last year more than half cf teem were in 
■ohool houses. 
O tters were in ward 
rooms, police stations and hose or engine 
houses, while cf the total only eleven 
were hired. The expense cf fitting up 
the new polling places in accordance 
with the requirements of the law wdlbe 
considered. Another source of great ex­ 
pense will be the larger number of elec­ 
tion officers that will be required. 
“Two inspectors, with two deputy in­ 
spectors, additional to those now provid­ 
ed for, (-hall be appointed in each voting 
precinct,’’ sajs tie law. This will make 
Biz election officers to a precinct, in ad 
dition to deputies, instead of four, as at 
present, and the additional number of 
precincts which are to be provided will 
give a total of nearly 1,800 officers for 
the city, instead of a little over 400. 
There is the printing cf three hundred 
thousand blanks. 
While the state looks 
after this work for 
the state elec­ 
tion, 
“the 
printing 
of 
the 
bal 
lots 
and 
cards of 
instruction to 
voters shall in municipal elections in 
oitles be paid for by the several cities, 
respectively.” 
The city has to pay for 
the distribution of the ballots to the vot­ 
ers, vote peddling by local political work­ 
ers being done away with, and it will 
have to furnish an extra number of po­ 
licemen for duty at the polis. 
Even the 
Beats for the new ballot-bests count np 
considerably, for they cost about §1 each 
and nearly 200 more will be needed. Ihe 
total expense in Boston will not be far 
(rom 8100,000 instead of about $14,000 
last year. 
Ne one bas any doubt that the law is a 
good one in the line of working reform 
in elections, bat it is thought that the 
enormous expense attending the system 
will make it ungopular among the masses 
who think economy in election methods 
is quite as important as fair elections.

The committee, in o ilin g their 
repoit, recommend the application of the 
oldaddage“ PhysioiaD, heal thyself,” and 
end by saying “Looking with indignity 
at the alleged crimes from one to ten 
hundred miles distant, through glasses 
that magnify [a thousand fold, will not 
benefit humanity half'aa much as a dis­ 
position to correct the immoral, licen­ 
tious and criminal condition of their own 
immediate looal.ties.”

P a r is, Fob. 15.—When the question of 
the revision of the constitution came up in 
the Chamber of Deputies to day Count 
Duval Maillsen moved that tho debate on 
the subject be adjourned. 
Notwithstanding tho opposition of tho 
Government, tile motion was adopted by a 
vote of 307 to 218. 
Premier Cloquet thereupon announced 
that tho ministry would immediately re­ 
sign. 
Immediately after ll. Floquot’s

nouncement in tho Chamber of Deputies 
all tho members of tho ministry sent thoir 
resignations to President Carnot. 
Tho R esignation a Surprise. 
Tho resignation of the ministry was a 
complete surprise to the chamber.

Cloquet had said nothing implying an in­ 
tention to make a motion to adjourn 
a cabinet question. 
Both the left and

included the members of tho right aud a 
number £of the opportunists.

to M. Floquet to express regret at tho 
fall of the cabinet 
and 
congratulate 
tho retiring premier upon tho firmness of 
the position that he had assumed. 
President Carnot, after the ministers had 
tendered their resignations, sent for M. 
Miline, tho president of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and subsequently had a confer­ 
ence with M. Leroyer, president of tho Sen­ 
ate. 
A rumor was current this afternoon 
that M. Milino had been asked to form a 
cabinet, but to-night it is said that Presi­ 
dent Carnot has not as yet instructed no 
one with the task. 
B oulanger Issu es a M anifesto. 
Gen. Boulanger was a passive spectator 
of the proceedings injtho chamber of depu­ 
ties. 
Immediately after the adjournment 
he issued a manifesto to tho electors of tho 
department of tho Seine. 
In this ho claims 
credit for his party for “ tho overthrows- of 
a discredited ministry that was attempting 
to ensnare the country by tho comedy of a 
proposal to revise the constitution which if 
passed by the chamber tho ministry well 
knew would bo rejected by tho senate.” Ho 
proceeds: 
“ V\ e would not allow tho cabinet thus 
to deceive universal suffrage and to conse­ 
crate its usurpation by doing tho work of 
a constituent assembly. 
Tho fall of its 
ill-omened ministry, which had already 
planned by laws for tho restriction of 
liberty, will bo a relief to tho public con­ 
science. 
It is a step further toward a 
dissolution of tho chamber and convocation 
of a constituent assembly. ’ ’ 
“ After the vote on tho scrutin d’arrond- 
issmont bill, which in its author’s miud 
was nothing more than a blow dealt at 
universal suffrage, tho electorial period has 
commenced.

LETTERS. 


Th® “Tim es’* P rodaces Them lictor® 
the Com m ission. 
L ondon, Feb. 15.—The Parnell commis­ 
sion has finally reached tho celebrated Par­ 
nell letters. 
Mr. Soamos, tho solicitor for 
tho Times, to day produced five letters, in­ 
cluding tho photographic fac simile of the 
one printed by that paper. 
Mr. Soamos 
testified that tho letters were snbmitted to 
an export in April, 1887. 
Ileforo that 
genuine 
specimens of Parnell’s 
writ­ 
ing were collected and other specimens 
have sinco been collected. 
Witness sub­ 
mitted genuine specimens of Mr. Parnell’ 
signatute, some of which had been obtained 
since the fac simile was published, includ­ 
ing letters and summonses which Parnell 
signed as magistrate, orders of admission 
to the House of Commons, a paragraph 
written for a newspaper, and the Kilmain- 
ham jail-book, which contained nine signa­ 
tures, the first written in December, 1881, 
and tho last in May, 1882. 
Witness was 
advised by Mr. Inglis, tho expert, before 
tho fac simile was published. 
Soames said 
ho believed the body of tho letter was in 
the handwriting of Campbell, Mr. Parnell's 
secretary, while tho signature was Paf- 
nell’s. 


VILLAINOUS B A R N -B U RN ERS. 


D aring Acts of Incendiarism In Penn* 
Sylvania and M aryland. 


B a l t im o r e , Feb. 15.—Tho barn of D. 
Henry Rieman, in Adam® county, Pa., 
near Emmittsburg, Md., was destroyed by 
lire of incendiary origin early Wednesday 
morning. 
The loss was $7,000; insured 
for $-1,000 in the Agricultural Insurance 
company, of 
Watertown, 
N. Y. 
The 
property destroyed was in line of the dozen 
or more barns mysteriously burned recently 
on the border of Frederick and Carroll 
counties, Maryland, and the fire is believed 
to have been tho work of the same miscre­ 
ants who have become such a terror to tho 
farming community of that section. 
The instrument usually used in setting 
fire to the barns is the size of two fists, and 
covered with wet phosphorus. In the cen­ 
ter of this ball was an opening tho size of 
an egg, and filled with powder, into which 
was stuck a quill, for the purpose, it is 
thought, of preventing absorption of mois­ 
ture, and thus keeping the powder dry. 
This device is placed in some secluded 
place and when the phosphorous dries igni­ 
tion follows and an explosion of the powder, 
which completes the work. 
The barn burners, who are evidently as 
thoroughly organized as the White Caps or 
Bald-Knobbers of the West, if not so num­ 
erous, are evidently extending their field 
of operations. 
They began their nefarious 
work last summer in Wareheim township, 
York county, Pa., near the Maryland line. 
They displayed no discrimination in the 
selection of barns to which they applied 
thoir mysterious torches. 
Tho rich and 
poor, Democrat and Republican, foreigner 
and native, nono were spared and all shared 
alike 
Vigilance committees wero as pow­ 
erless to head thorn as the large rewards 
offered by tho suffering , insurance com­ 
panies wero to bring the burners to jus­ 
tice. 


BURNED B E R TO DEATH . 


A H orrible Crim® In H avan i, in W hich 
a Girl Loses Hor Life. 
H a v a n a , Cuba, Feb. 15.—Dolores Cor- 
doves, a mulatto girl, was walking along 
San Miguel street last evening when a col­ 
ored man I logan making love to her. 
She rejected his attentions, upon which 
ho poured a can of petroleum over her, 
saturating ber completely from head to 
foot. 
Sho ran, crying for help, to the 
residence of an acquaintance near by, but 
the man was too quick for her and seized 
hor. 
He lit a match and set fire to her 
clothes. 
The girl ran out to the middle of 
the street, where tho police and neighbors 
Lire her clothes off, but too late to save tier 
life. 
Silo was conveyed on a litter to her 
home, where she died in terrible agony. 
Tho perpetrator of tho crime made good 
his escape. 
No one knows who ho is.

L A C T A T E D F O O D £ K 


S pringfield, 111., Feb. 
15.—After the 
reading of the journal tho House resolved 
itself into committee of the whole for tho 
consideration of the drainage bill, Mr. 
Partridge in the chair. 
Mr. Meyer of Cook, addressed tho House 
briefly on the bill. 
He spoke as follows: 
“ You will find on the northern boundary 
of Illinois a large body of w ater—ono of 
a great chain of lukes. 
There is water 
enough there for the entire human race; 
there is fonly one small strip of land sepa­ 
rating this unlimited body of water from 
tho valley of tho Illinois river, and the 
question is w hether that vast volume of 
water shall1 be utilized—shall bojturned 
across this land and down to the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
The first step to accomplish 
this is to adopt this bill. 
It may need 
some amendments. 
We are perfectly will­ 
ing to accept any amendment for tho 
protection of every man in tho Illinois 
river valley. 
Now, when thut water is 
turned down that valley, you can make a 
ship canal to tho Mississippi river. 
By 
th at canal you obtain communication with 
the chain of great lakes und all tho cities 
bordering on them. 
This canal would not 
only give us a great military protection, 
but it would give vs ii commercial high­ 
way. 
W hat made the state of New York 
tho Empire 
State 
of 
the Union and 
the city of New York the metropolis of tho 
United States was the Erie canal. 
It made 
prosperous cities all along its line. It iuado 
not only the city of Now York, but every 
city on the great lakes, including the city 
cf Chicago. 
Build this great waterway 
and you will make Illinois the Empire 
State and Chicago the metropolis of the 
United States, aud mako every city along 
tho lino a prosperous one. 
Our project will not cost the Stab? of 
Illinois one cont. We pay for the construc­ 
tion of the canal ami pay all damages. The 
plan we have conceived is calculated to do 
tho least possible harm. 
Wo pour down 
into the Illinois river a steady stream of 
300,000 cubic feet per minute. That steady 
stream will make such a channel of its ow n 
that shoals and bars will disappear.

The temi»eraturo was Iii degrees below 
zero, the wind blew a hurricane, and tho 
snow was so blinding that tho drivers had 
to bo changed every time they made the 
circuit of tho half-mile track. 
The race 
was started at ll a. in. 
aud was to have 
been finished at 5 p. rn. 
Before the horses 
had gone ten miles icicles had to be broken 
off their legs and 
heads, aud one of the 
horses, Beauharnais Boy, fell on the track. 
Ho was raised up and made to go another 
lap, when ho was put into a stable for half 
an hour and brought out again and pound­ 
ed into trotting. 
Tho weather was so bad that even the 
spectators took refuge in sheds and watched 
tho race through tho windowpanes. 
St. 
Jerome Girl on tho thirteenth mile cut her 
off hind leg so tiadly that the blood streamed 
from it. 
She was kept going by her brutal 
owner. 
Half an hour la;er a bucket of hot 
water melted tho bloody ice which had 
formed oil her leg half on inch in thickness. 
Beauharnais Roy was dragged off tho 
track a t 3:30 p. rn. and St. Jerome Girl fell 
exhausted at 4:15, after completing sixty- 
two miles. 
Yellow Bird made two miles 
more at a gait slower than a man’s walk, 
staggering around tho track and then 
stopped dead still. 
After {(minding her 
for live minutes ineffectually the judges 
gavo lier tho race. 
She was lame in both 
forelegs and covered with ice when taken 
from tho track. 
There is a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, but it is 
invisible to day.
